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INTEODUCTION. 



The facilities which a decimal system of coinage 
affords for certain calculations, have of late been 
brought so prominently before the public, that it 
is unnecessary to revert, to them here. 

The object of thii^ little manual is to make all 
these advantages svail&ble'ytenY^ou^ changing our 
present system of ' coinage. ' Let: us keep our 
pounds, shillings ariic^j^c^fjidjbi us change our 
mode of Arithmetic, * - ' • 

The following table gives the equivalent in 
decimals for every fractional part of a pound, so ' 
that any number of shillings pence and farthings 
can, by merely referring to the table, be changed 
into a decimal fraction, and vice versd. 

The table is calculated for three decimal places

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OBSERVATION: One per mille— the usual 
Brokerage for discounting and negociating Bills — 
on any number of pounds from 1 to 999, can be 
ascertained, WITHOUT CALCULATION, by 
a reference to the preceding Table, 

Thus 1 7oo on £672 is 13/5i. 



Bednetion of English into Foreign money at a certain 
rate per £, particularly applicable to the money of 
thoM countries in which a Decimal Coinage 
exists. 

Bulb. — Change the shillings and pence into a decimal 
by the table ; multiply by the given rate as in 
simple multiplication, and from the product point 
off as many decimals as there are in both multi- 
plicand and multiplier. 

3. Example. — "What is the value in francs> of 
£981 18«. 6d, at the rate of 25*05 per £ ? 

18/6 according to the table = *925

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EXAMPLES,

Rule.— Change the fractional parts of the hundred- 
weight, as well as the rate, into decimals, by referring 
to the respectiye tables ; multiply as in simple 
multiplication; from the product point off seven 
decimals (as many as there are in the multiplicand 
and multiplier together) ; change the decimal of the 
£ into shillings and pence by the table.
